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WPI’s  13th  President  Departs 

After  more  than  nine  years  as  the  president  of  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  Jon  C. 
Strauss  decided  to  take  his  leave  this  year  to  become  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  of 
the  Howard  Hughes  Medical  Institute.  In  his  departure  letter  printed  in  Newspeak,  the 
Student  Newspaper  of  WPI  Strauss  relates  many  of  his  contributions  to  the  WPI  community 
during  his  years  here.  These  include:  increasing  both  undergraduate  and  graduate 
enrollment;  recruitment  of  45%  of  the  tenure  track  faculty,  greater  involvment  of 
alumni  in  the  life  of  their  alma  mater;  increasing  the  cultural,  gender,  geographic 
and  racial  diversity  of  well  qualified  students;  physical  improvements  to  WPI,  including  the  building  of  Fuller 
Information  Sciences  Laboratory,  the  renovation  of  Alden  Memorial  Hall,  the  fitness  center.  Institute  Hall, 
Gompei's  Place  and  Higgins  Laboratory;  improved  national  recognition,  as  seen  in  US  News  and  World 
Report  and  other  national  rankings. 

The  search  for  a  new  president  began  immediately.  In  the  interim  John  Lott  Brown,  a 
former  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  trustee  was  named  president.  M.  Howard  Jacobson,  Chairman, 
Board  of  Trustees  said  "We  are  fortunate  to  have  John  Lott  Brown  serve  during  this  transition.  He  is  a 
distinguished  scholar  and  teacher,  a  widely  respected  researcher,  a  recognized  scientist  and  a  skilled 
administrator."

1 994,  1 995  Construction 

This  past  year  has  been  full  of 
constructions  projects.  Over  the 
summer  most  of  the  campus  was  dug  up  as 
the  new  networking  system  was  in¬ 
stalled.  All  the  residence  hall  rooms 
are  now  part  of  the  WPI  phone  network. 
Students  living  in  the  resident  halls 
don't  notice  any  difference  in  their 
phone  service,  only  largely  decreased 
phone  bills.  Residents  are  also  able  to  connect 
to  the  WPI  computer  system  through  an 
ethernet  card,  easing  the  amount  of  students 
trying  to  fit  into  the  labs.  An  extra  benefit  of  all 
the  construction  is  that  students  now  also  have 
cable  in  their  rooms.  Goddard  hall's 
veneliation  system  has  also  been  renovated, 
along  with  Freeman  Plaza. 


Future  Construction  Plans 

Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  has  plans  for 
more  construction  in  the  near  future.  The 
basement  of  Riley  Hall,  where  Gompei's  Function 
Room  is  presently  located,  is  going  to  be  gutted 
and  turned  into  offices  for  many  of  the  groups 
that  are  presently  on  the  third  floor  of  Boynton 
Hall.
